HARRISBURG, Jan. 3— (INS)— 
There will be no earthquakes in 
Pennsylvania for a long time—if 
at all. 
That’s straig h t from the man 
who's supposed to know — the 
state’s chief geologist, Dr. S. H. 
Cathcart. 
In fact, the last violent Earth 
Crust shrug was the one which 
rocked South Carolina August 31. 
1886, he said. 
The present heavy quakes in the 
Reno, Nevada, area brought up the 
question of what would happen if 
the industrial state of Pennsylvan­ 
ia was hit by a violent trem or and 
what chances there are of one act­ 
ually coming along 
The internal affairs department 
said a violent earthquake would 
cause considerable upheaval in in­ 
dustry. 
Mountains Too Old 
Cathcart gave thas answer why 


we won’t have one: technically, 
our mountains are too old for such 
antics. 
In fact, Cathcart said the 
latest statistics show the Appalach­ 
ians to be a little more than 170,- 
000.000 years old. 
The 
mountains that give the 
most trouble are much younger. 
The Rockies are about 60,000,000 
years old and the Cascades only 
40,000.001), and they’re still grow­ 
ing—some are settling back too, 
he said. 
It is still possible for the young 
mountains to make adjustments 
but the old fogies like the Applach- 
ian mountains are set in their ways 
and there’s not much chance of 
them showing much hie.

Radioisotopes, by-product of nu­ 
clear fission, are used primarily in 
medicine as tracers or detectors.

Russia automatically was barred 
from the invitation because the 
United States does not ship radio­ 
isotopes to the Kremlin. The com­

Maximum Effect 
The maximum ellect on interm e­ 
diate grades w ill he reached in 
1957. junior high school in I960, , 
senior high schools in 1963. and 
colleges in 1966. 
Carl I). Mornevveck. chief of child 
accounting and research, indicated 
that increased educational facilities 
may be needed to meet the de­ 
mands of thousands ol additional 
students. 
It is impossible to pre- 1 
diet the need at present, he ex­ 
plained. because of many varying 
social and economic factors. 
“ The fu ll effect of the increased 
birth rate w ill he fully realized ' 
in the school year 1953-54 when 
enrollments w ill be approximately 
45 per cent greater than in the t 
school year 1939-40." according to 
the report. 
Prim ary Grade Effects 
The effect on prim ary grades 
w ill begin to be felt during the

cated: Toll Around 32,000 
For 1948 
CHICAGO, Jan. 3.— INS)—The 
National Safety Council .said in 
Chicago that despite a big jum p in 
travel the 1948 traffic death toll 
for the nation is not expected to 
exceed 32,000—a drop from last 
year's total. 
The figure would be 300 under 
the 1947 motor vehicle death toll 
and would mark the second suc- 
ce.ssive year of rwluction in traf­ 
fic deaths. 
The council said that because 
i deaths in October increased 8 per 


j cent they expected a photo finish 
i between 1947 and 1948. 
However, 
the November traffic toll dropped 
four 
per 
cent 
from 
the 
same 
month last year—2.830 deaths as 
compared to 3.050. 
The 11-month total for 1948 is 
28,670 deaths as compared to 29,110 
for the same period a year ago, a 
two per cent decrease. 
The relatively slight saving of 
approximately 300 lives was made 
in the face of greatly increased 
vehicle mileage with consequent 
greater risk of accident. 
Greater Mileage 
The council pointed out that for 
the first 10 months of 1948, travel 
totaled 33.270,000,000 miles. 
This 
10-month figure is almost as great 
as the mileage for thè entire 12 
months of 1941. 
Based on mileage, the 10-month 
death rate is the lowest in hi.story 
—7.7 for 1948, 8.4 for 1947 and 
11.5 for 1941. 
The most substantial improve­ 
ment in lowering the death toll 
was made by Rhode Island, where 
traffic deaths in 1948 were only 59 
per cent of the 1947 total.

centages were noted: 
Rhode Island, 41 per cent; Mass­ 
achusetts, 23 per cent; and Ken­ 
tucky, 16 per cent.
